I am  informed  through 
our  Surveyor  and  by  the  National  uoal  Board  that  there  is  a great 
possibility  of  severe  subsidence,  especially  in  the  Liantwit 
Pardre  parish. 


As  you  will  see  elsewhere  the  amount  of  Infectious 
Diseases  notified  during  the  year  has  been  very  small  except  for 
measles.

Inn  Road,  *%yndy,  and  Groesfaen. 

An  ample  supply  is  available  from  this  source  and 
in  addition  to  the  districts  normally  supplied,  the  following 
districts  are  also  supplied  during  long  periods  of  dry  weather, 
when  the  supply  from  the  Council' s own  water  is  insufficient  to 
meet  the  consumption,  namely,  part  of  Tonyrefail,  Talbot  Green, 
Pontyclun,  Brynsadler,  Miskin,  Cross  Inn  and  Rhiwsaeson. 

The  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  at  the  source 
by  the  Water  Board  and  action  is  also  taken,  at  source,  to 
counteract  the  action  of  the  water  on  lead. 

The  Council  used  to  insist  that  all  service  pipes 
were  to  be  either  iron  or  lead  with  tin  lining,  in  older  to 
counteract  the  plumbo -solvency  of  the  various  supplies,  and 
for  the  last  20  years  or  so  the  Council  has  insisted  on  all 
service  pipes  being  of  copper.  The  majority  of  the  old  service 
pipes  being  tin-lined  lead  or  iron  have  now  been  replaced  with 
copper  piping,  and  there  is  no  risk  of  contamination  of  supplies 
from  the  various  sources  by  plumbo -solvent  action  of  the  water. 
Periodical  bacteriological  analysis  of  the  water  is  made  and 
the  results  are  found  to  be  very  satisfactory,

*ouic  iiftrve  a useful  purpose  as  a store  for  agricultural  articles 
or  produce*  The  undertaking  was  accepted  "by  the  Counci  1Q 

Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  the  other 
six  houses  but,  unfortunately,  three  of  them  are  still  occupied. 

The  majority  of  houses  in  the  division  which  were 
deemed  to  he  unfit  at  the  end  of  the  late  war  because  of  exten- 
sive disrepair  or  dilapidation  have  now  been  dealt  with  by  means 
of < demolition  or  closing  orders,  but  there  s till  remains  a 
number  of  old  houses  of  obsolete  design  which  cannot  be  con- 
sidered fit  when  judged  by  modern  standards.  The  rate  at  which 
they  can  be  dealt  with  will  depend  largely,  if  not  solely,  upon 
the  speed  with  which  the  occupants  can  be  rehoused  by  the  Council. 

Although  housing  repair  costs  are  still  high  the  position 
regarding  labour  and  materials  is  easier,  and  there  is  now  less 
difficulty  in  getting  repairs  carried  out*  Now  that  the  supply 
position  is  easier  a larger  number  of  building  craftsmen  appear 
to  be  setting  up  in  business  on  their  own  account  as  jobbing 
builders  specialising  in  repair  work*  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
this  trend  will  continue „ 

In  the  annual  report  for  1952  attention  was  drawn  to 
the  regrettable  fact  that  little  use  had  been  made  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949 9 under  which  grants  were 
available  for  the  purpose  of  improving  or  modernising  existing 
houses*  Since  then,  however,  a few  applications  for  such  grants 
have  been  made,  but  the  proposals  which  have  been  put  forward 
appear  to  be  entirely  from  owner  occupiers,  and  so  fax  there 
have  been  no  applications  from  the  owners  of  houses  which  are 
let  to  tenants*  This  is  rather  disappointing  and  I feel  that 
some  effort  should  be  made  to  encourage  private  landlords  to 
take  greater  advantage  of  the  facilities  available  so  that 
the  benefits  of  the  Act  may  be  extended  to  tenants  as  well  as 
to  owner-occupiers*  I feel  sure  that  the  grants  permitted  by 
the  Act  were  intended  to  be  chiefly  for  the  benefit  of  tenants 
rather  than  for  owner-occupiers,  and  that  at  present  the  desired 
effect  is  not  being  achieved,,

Vehicles  which  are  specially  designed  and  equipped  for 
this  class  of  work  are  now  available  and  should  be  used* 

During  the  year  30  lbs  of  beef  , 168  lbs  of  fish  and 
approximately  347  lbs  of  various  canned  foods  were  found  to  be 
unfit  .for  human  consumption  and  were  surrendered  for  da^osai. 

In  July  1953  information  was  received  from  the  Borough 
©f  Bermondsey  that  155  x 1 cwt  bags  of  gelatine  crystals  were 
being  returned  to  the  Tref orest  Chemical  Company  after  having 
been  damaged  by  flood  water*  The  gelatine  was  inspected  upon 
arrival  at  the  company1  s factory  and  although  it  could  probably 
have  been  re -processed  and  made  fit  for  edible  purposes  this 
course  was  considered  to  be  undesirable  and  after  consultation 
frith  the  company®  s technical  officer,  arrangements  were  made  to 
use  it  in  the  manufacture  of  glue  for  industrial  purposes* 


MILS  SUPPLIES. 

The  bulk  of  the  milk  retailed  in  the  area  is  now 
pasteurised,  but  six  producer-retailers  in  the  division  still 
retail  untreated  milk  produced  from  their  own  herds. 

There  is  one  pasteurising  plant  in  the  area  operating 
under  licence  issued  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,,  The  other 
retail  .art  of  designated  milks  obtain  their  supplies  from  large 
wholesale  pasteurising  plants  situated  in  other  areas * Their 
supplies  for  household  deliveries  are  bottled  by  the  wholesalers 
and  although  this  lias  obvious  advantages  it  also  has  certain 
disadvantage  a,  one  of  them  arising  from  the  fact  that  the  bottles 
are  no  longer  the  property  of  the  retailers  and  they  do  not  bear 
the  cost  of  replacing  massing  bottles.  As  a result  there  is 
&orufctimes  a little  laxity  in  collecting  empties  which  are  con- 
sequently likely  to  be  misused  and,  if  eventually  returned  to 
the  bottling  depots,  are  difficult  to  cleanse  and  sterilise. 
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This  problem  of  the  misuse  of  miik  bottles  is  causing  some  confer 
and  is  difficult  to  prevent,,  The  ultimate  solution  will  probably 
found  in  the  use  of  waxed  cartons  which  would  be  used  once  only  a] 
then  discarded*  Any  extra  cost  involved  would  be  offset  to  some 
extent  by  a reduction  in  collecting  and  cleansing  costs  and  of 
leases  due  to  breakages* 

In  April  1953 9 two  Dulk  samples  of  milk,  each  consisting 
of  the  mixed  milk  from  five  local  f arras,  were  taken  for  bacteriol- 
ogical and  biological  examination  after  a case  of  undulant  fever 
had  occurred  among  the  staff  at  The  East  Glamorgan  Hospital,, 

The  samples  were  examined  for  tubercle  infection  as  well 
as  for  the  organisms  causing  undulant  fever,  and  one  of  them  was 
reported  to  be  positive  for  both  organisms* 

Further  samples  were  then  taken  from  each  of  the  farms 
concerned  in  the  positive  bulk  sample  and  again  one  of  them  was 
reported  to  be  positive  to  both  organisms,* 

The  Divisional.  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  was  notified  immediately  of  both 
results  and  after  examining  the  animals,  and  taking  individual 
sample*;  from  the  cows  in  the  infected  herd,  two  cows  were  even- 
tually seized  and  slaughtered*  Both  were  found  to  be  affected 
with  tuberculosis  but  firm  the  result  of  the  post  mortem  examina- 
tion it  appeared  that  only  one  would  have  been  giving  tuberculous 
milk* 


The  fact  that  the  raw  milk,  from  this  herd  was  found  to 
be  infected  with  undulant  fever  organisms  cannot  be  taken  as 
definite  proof  that  it  was  the  source  of  infection  in  the  eras© 
referred  to  because  (a)  the  milk  would  normally  have  been  pasteur- 
ised before  delivery  to  the  hospital  and  (b)  the  patient  could 
have  become  infected  at  some  other  place0  It  was,  however, 
extremely  fortunate  that  the  samples  of  milk  were  also  examined 
for  tubercle  infedtion  thus  leading  to  the  discovery  and  slaughter 
of  two  tuberculous  cows  which  might  otherwise  have  escaped  detec- 
tion for  a considerable  period. 
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3A 7k  OF  JOE  CREAM, 


There  are  no  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  in  my  division. 
Retailers  obtain  the  whole  of  their  supplies,  pre-packed „ from 
reputable  manufacturers  and  in  all  cases  the  ice  cream  stored  is 
m aubomaixcally  controlled  electrical  refrigerators  which  in  most 
cases  are  also  supplied  by  t he  ice-cream  manufacturers*. 

At  one  time  the  sale  of  ice  cream  was  essentially  a 
seasonal  trade  confined  to  the  summer  months,  but  now  there  is  a 
noticeable  tendency  for  sales  to  continue  almost  throughout  the 
7car,  although  the  demand  is  naturally  much  greater  during  the 
»ummer  period. 

During  the  year  thirty~four  samples  were  submitted  to  the 
Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination.  In 
fh«  case  of  twelve  of  the  samples,  however,  the  usual  test  could 
f.ot  be  carried  out  because  of  unsatisfactory  temperature  conditions 
|.t  the  laboratory.  Of  the  remaining  twenty-two  samples  twenty-one 
ere  reported  to  be  satisfactory  said  one  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Special  precautions  are  taken  to  prevent  deterioration  of 
•he  samples  during  the  interval  between  their  collection  and  delivery 
t the  laboratory.  The  samples  are  placed  in  sterile  glass  jars  and 
onveyed  to  the  laboratory  in  an  insulated  case  containing  sufficient 
arho-ice  to  assure  their  delivery  in  a frozen  condition.  Unsatisfactory 
amples  have,  in  some  areas,  been  attributed  to  lack  of  care  in  this 
aspect. 


.OMT  CONTROL, 

One  full  time  rodent  operator  is  employed  by  the  Council 
nd  he  has  now  had  considerable  experience  of  this  class  of  work. 

•e  is  given  assistance  when  carrying  out  sewer  maintenance  treatments. 

The  public  sewers  in  the  area  were  baited  twice  during  the 
ear  in  accordance  with  the  modified  form  of  treatment  recommended 
t the  end  of  last  year  by  the  Technical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of 
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Agriculture  and  Fisheries*  Past  experience  has  shown  that 
infestation  in  the  sewers  is  usually  confirmed  to  relatively 
short  sections  of  the  sewers,  and  the  modified  form  of  treat- 
ment oonsists  of  baiting  only  the  manholes  found  to  be  infected 
during  the  previous  treatment  with  a small  overlap  on  each  side* 
As  a precautionary  measure,  however,  1Q&  of  the.  in  the 

remaining  sections  are  test-baited  during  alternate  treatments 
in  order  to  detect  any  signs  of  re-infestations*  This  method 
of  treating  the  sewers  has  resulted  in  a considerable  saving 
of  time,  labour  and  baiting  material* 

Refuse  tips  and  other  Council  properties  are  given 
periodical  attention,  while  houses  and  other  surface  premises 
are  treated  when  necessary* 

As  in  previous  years  the  cost  of  treating  business 
premises  is  charged  to  the  occupier  of  the  premises  concerned, 
but  private  dwelling  houses  are  treated  free  of  charge0  Some 
householders  take  full  advantage  of  this  concession  and  make 
little  individual  effort  to  rid  their  premises  of  rets  ar  mice* 


REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

During  recent  years  there  has  been  a great  improvement 
in  the  system  of  collecting  household  refuse  in  the  area*  The 
whole  of  the  work  is  now  done  by  direct  labour  with  properly 
constructed  covered  vehicles* 

A further  improvement  in  this  service  could,  however, 
be  effected  by  the  introduction  of  a scheme  for  the  provision 
(by  the  Council)  of  standardised  covered  household  bins* 

At  present  each  householder  provides  his  own  refuse 
receptacle  and,  as  may  be  expected,  they  are  of  all  shapes  and 
sizes,  some  being  in  a dilapidated  and  battered  condition  and, 
being  uncovered,  they  invite  attention  from  dogs  and  other 
animals  with  the  result  that  refuse  is  often  scattered  over 
street  pavements. 
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The  use  of  standardised  covered  bins  of  medium  size  would 
be  a distinct  improvement*  They  would  be  more  hygienic,,  less 
•jns? iinv.iy  and  less  liable  to  interference  from  dogs,  etc* 

Although  the  Council  has  on  previous  occasions  considered 
•c he  reusability  of  adopting  a scheme  for  the  provision  of  such 
ri.r.3  the  suggestion  has  for  various  reasons  been  turned  down*  It 
is  to  be  hoped,  however,  that  the  matter  will  be  given  more  favour- 
able consideration  in  the  not  too  distant  future* 


RIVERS  POLLUTION* 

There  is  no  appreciable  improvement  in  the  appearance  of 
the  River  Taff  as  it  reaches  this  area.  It  is  still  heavily  charged 
with  coal  dust  and  other  polluting  matter  carried  down  from  the  Taff 
and  Rhondda  watersheds,  and  although  the  Glamorgan  Rivers  Board  is 
carrying  out  certain  cleansing  operations  in  the  upper  reaches,  I 
fear  that  little  improvement  can  be  expected  for  a considerable  time. 

Fortunately  the  river  does  not  pass  through  any  residential 
or  built-up  part  of  this  area. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

There  was  no  serious  caravan  problem  in  the  area  during  the 

year* 


The  caravans  referred  to  in  the  last  annual  report  which 
were  occupied  by  persons  employed  in  connection  with  the  Owm  Colliery 
development  scheme  have  now  left  the  district* 

There  are  still  two  caravans,  however,  on  the  site  at 
Bryn. teg,  near  Beddau*  The  occupiers  came  into  this  district  from 
the  Pontypridd  area  and  were  granted  individual  licences  for  the 
use  of  the  caravans  as  dwellings.

One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  .investigated  in  January 
and  three  disinfections  of  premises  took  place# 

One  disinfection  of  premises  took  place  in  Feh pasy 
iftex  the  death  of  a tuberculosis  patient# 

During  July  and  August  two  cases  of  Paratyphoid  ware 
notified  and  admitted  to  Tyntyla  Hospital.  One  patient  from 
Talbot,  a boy  of  3 years  and  the  other,  a boy  of  14  years 
txoui  Paniyelua.  Investigations  failed  to  reveal  any  connect 
tion  between  the  two  cases  or  with  any  possible  source  of 
infection.  Neither  diagnosis  was  confirmed. 

One  case  of  Scarlet  fever  was  visited  during  July  and 
August  and  two  houses  and  bedding  were  disinfected  after  removal 
of  tuberculosis  cases  to  hpspital. 

*-n  September  two  houses  and  bedding  were  disinfected 
after  removal  of  tuberculosis  patients  to  hospital. 

A few  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  investigated  during 
October  but  they  did  not  appear  to  be  related. 

During  October  an  unusual  incident  was  the  notification 
of  a case  of  diphtheria  which  was  removed  to  hospital®  The 
final  diagnosis  however,  was  of  acute  tonsillitis. 

. It  is  perhaps  work  recording  that  actual  cases  of 

d iphtheria  practically  never  oeour  these  days.  Thus  not 
oae  such  case  has  been  recorded  this  year. 


Tnis  is  in  marked  contrast  to  as  recently  as  nine 
years  ago  when  for  the  one  month  of  October  1944,  4 oases 
were  n6tified  and  indicates  the  complete  success  of  the  jbouxun*  . 
isacaag  campaign  which,  however,  must  continue  without  any 

slackening  off  if  the  disease  is  to  remain  the  rarity  it  is 

at  present.

Unclean  ^ilk  Bottles g 

Seven  comp  lax  its  were  received  that  milk  bottles 
in  which  miuk  wfc.£  delivered  wore  -unclean  or  oantsdnedt  foreign 
matter  at  the  Tim*  of  delivery,  ^our  contained  metal  foil  cap* 
one  contained  small  pieces  of  glass,  two  bottles  were  dirty, 
the  dirt,  being  vj  slble  on  the  inner  3ermd.ee  of  the  glass.  A 
noteable  feature  was  the  fact  that  all  these  bottles  came  Horn 
the  same  wholesale  company  in  whose  factory  was  outside  lie 
area  of  thi.-.  Council.  In  five  of  these  cases  the  bottle  had 
boon  opened  and  the  milk  used.  In  the  remaining  cases  (&f  fees* 
several  previous  warnings  to  the  Company  that  they  were  allowl 
s.he  sale  of  milk  in  unclean  bottles)  it  was  decided  to  institu- 
te legal  proceedings.  However,  in  one  case  there  was  difficult 
n satisfactorily  compile  ting  the  chain  of  evidence  prior  to  the 
sale  of  the  milk  and  in  the  other  case  it  was  found  that  proo- 
-dings  oould  not  be  taken  within  this  area  and  the  matter  was 
referred  to  the  council  within  whose  area  the  factory  ia  situ«= 
a ted. 

FACTORIES  - MEANS  Off  ESCAPE  IN  CASE  OF  FIRE. 

Under  Section  34-  of  the  Factori.es  Act  1937 
factori.es  must  have  a certificate  from  the  local  authority  to 
the  effect  that  the  b-oi.ld.inge  are  provided  with  suitable  and 
sufficient  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire.  The  important® 
attached  to  this  requirement  is  shewn  by  the  penalty  of  £50 
and  a further  daily  penalty  of  £5  liable  to  be  incixn:«d. 

It  is  significant  that  three  factories  in  Divi- 
sion I oould  not  be  granted  fire  escape  certificates  until 
certain  provisions  had  been  complied  with.  In  one  of  these 
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f^jtories there  are  over  300  employees,  and  in  such  a case  the 
^Ifcessity  for  having  suitable  and  sufficient  means  of  escape  is 
obvious*  The  importance  of  this  work  and  the  responsibility  which 
it  involves  can  hardly  be  overestimated.

. A very  'bad  feature  in  the  area,  however,,  is  the 

unsightly  and  unhygienic  method  of  storage  of  refuse  in  buckets,, 
oil  drums,  tins,  wooden  boxes  and  all  manner  of  unsatisfactory 
containers,  I am.  convinced  that  one  reason  for  the  indiscrimi- 
nate dumping  of  refuse  by  householders  all  over  the  district  is 
the  fact  that  they  have  unsuitable  and  insufficient  means  of 
refuse  storage,  A householder  storing  refuse  in  a bucket,  will., 
if  that  backet  is  needed,  be  tempted  to  throw  the  refuse  or  to 
any  convenient  site  so  a3  to  free  the  bucket  for  immediate  u&5. 

Many  references  have  been  made  by  the  sanitary 
inspectors  the  institution,  of  a scheme  for  the  provision  of 
dustbins.  Such  a scheme  has  been  rejected  because  of  the 
initial  cost.  But  surely  this  problem  would  be  dealt  with,  in 
stages  by  providing  dustbins  first  in  one  village  or  area  and 
later  in  another?  the  cost  would  not  be  excessive,  it  would 

be  recoverable  arid  progress  would  be  made,
